ohlpman of the Devoted Vessel— 


A Detailed Account ot the Col- 


lision 08 Tripoli. 


EOHDOX, July 
S.—A midshipman 


from the Victoria arrived at Calais 
early yesterday morning with Bear- 
Admiral Markham'a dispatches con- 
cerning the collision off Tripoli. He 
was brought by special steamer, the 
Maid of Kent, to DOVQT, and was con- 
veyed thence by special train to I*on- 
don. He drove directly to tbe admir- 
alty office, where the admiralty board, 
notified in advance of his earning, re- 
ceived and read the dispatches at once. 
The board declined to publish the dis- 
patches in full for the present. The 
first dispatch Is dated from the war 
•hip Camperdown June 39. It says; 


It is with nost profound regret that I nave 


•a report tae total lorn o( her maimtr's sup 
Victoria, Involving tke Irreparable lots ot the 
sommaadsr-ln-cuef, Vloe-Adnural Sit Oeorue 
Tjron, iwenty-twe offloan aadM (HO, under 
ta* following UnuoslanoM: Tbe ••o.uacron, 
ooaslatiaf of her natotr-s ships Victoria, 
Camperdown, HUB, Braacbasitfht.

I di- 
rected, the fsi lieutenant to keep tin signals 
which wera repeating, ** <MP> as an Indication 
Iliattaetlcasllromtne Victoria was notnn- 
dentood. I then directed him to Blgnal with 
tna semaphore: "Do I understand It l> your 
wish for the columns la tarn as directed by the 
signal nowflYlngr" But before my order ocyld 
be carried out the commander In oharce sema- 
phored me to know what I was waiting for. 
It 
then struck me that He wished me to lorn six- 
teen points as Indicated by the signal, 
and 
It was his 
intention to 
circle 
round the second division, leaving 
them 


on the port hand. Having' tha fullest confi- 
dence In the great ability at the commander to 
maneuver th« squadron without even the risk 
ol collision. I ordered the signal hoisted ss an 
indication tost I understood. When the alt- 
Hal ins hauled down tbe helm ol tne Camper- 
down was put bard a port. At the same time 
the helm ol ths Victoria was starboarded. I 
watched vent carefully tke helm ol tbe Vic- 
toria as Indicating (he purpose other signals. 
AS the two shits turned towards each other, 
and seeing that tae bolmot tin Vletorla was 
BSD hard starboard, X directed the captain ot 
tfta Ouunperdown to co lull astern In order to 
••safes*! our circle ot turning. Seeing that a 
•NHaloa, wan inevitable, I than advised 
Mas U> to I»U speed astern wltb both engines, 
tort,before our sveMeetil* be materially 
«aweMMItes«>met the Oamnertow struck 
the Victoria^ on «?« BtaSaira bow about 
twenty feet before thTtluret and orMa tato 
the snip almost to the oaaterTjBatns <<"* **A 
aft lines of the ship at the tun* otTM* 
being Inclined towards each other at aa' 
of about 80 deg. It waa, I think, quite 
minutes before tbe Gamperdown was able, Al- 
though going with full speed astern with both 
engines, to get clear of the Victoria. The 
watertight doors of the Camperdown bad been 
closed by my orders before tne collision oc- 
curred. . 
• Seeing tbe critical condition of the Victoria, 
which seemed to be settling down by the head, 
boats were Immediately prepared and tha 
boom boata were got ready ta be hoisted out. 
wjientbe open pendant was hoisted by the 
Victoria and the signal waa ma4e not to send 
boats. A v ery few minutes later she keeled 
svertos larboard, and turning bottom upwards, 
fnaappearod. Tne time that elapead between 
the occurrence of the colllclon and the disap- 
pearance was only thirteen minutes. 
Shortly before tne Victoria turned over the 


men were seen jumping overboard. Observing 
this, 1 Immedlatle ordered the signal made to 
sends all boats to tbe reacue, and directed the 
Barham and Fearless to closa and to save life, 
steadying up the .Gamperdownat tne same time 
to succor the officers and men atrturffllng In tbe 
water. Tho combined efforts of the squadron 
resulted in the saving of twenty-nine officers 
and about 9M men; but I regret that no leas 
than twenty officers and about 938 men, the ma- 
jority of whom were In all probability below 
at the time, were tost 
The sea waa smooth and there was only a 
slight breeie at the time of the accident. The 
injuries to the Camperdown are serious, but I 
hope with the anitstanoe of the officers of the 
squadron they may be temporarily repaired so 
that she may be sent to Malta and doeked. 


Here Rear-Admiral Markham gives a 


detailed and technical description of 
the injuries sustained by the Camper- 
down. 


I regret that tne-shtp'B books of the Victoria 
were lost. In fact, uothimr ot importance bus 
been recovered BO far. 
For some hours after the sinking of the Vic- 
toria the water remained agitated over Ike 
wreck. The screws wen revolving as she 
sank, t remained In the vicinity of the catas- 
trophe with the squadron until 6:39 o'clock, 
when asthaCamperdownwai making watar. 
Ideemodltadvttableta anchor the ships off 
Tripoli. The Amphlon, Barbara and Fearless 
remained until after dark, but did not noonir 
anything ot Importance.

July a—Yesterday e attendance at the 
exposition wa« v«ry light, and the 
grounds, except on the lake front, east 
of Manufactures building and the 
grand plaza, were sparsely populated. 
The day waa warm and sultry and 
about noon heavy clouds gathered in 
the west, threatening rain during tha 
afternoon. This, no doubt, kept many 
visitors away. 


There were the usual concerts dur- 


ing the afternoon and evening, but the 
audiences were lifht and not inclined 
to enthuse over the carefully-arranged 
and well-executed programmes. As on 
previous Sundays the crowds were to 
be found mainly in the Krupp pavillion, 
the convent of Lo Bablda and the Mid- 
way plaisance. 


The "Patriotic Sunday" in Festival

Tha New Bivor Bturin la Swept by 


Belentleas Waters 
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In Their Pelh—The Imprisoned Popu- 


lace on the Verge of Starvation- 


Tea Additional Lives Lost—The 


Water at a Stand. 


AEW OBI.KAITO, Julys.—Suddenly and 


almost without warning the relentless 
waters, pouring through the Rescue 
crevasse, 600 feet wide, swept down the 
New river basin Tuesday night, carry- 
ing destruction and terror in their 
path.not only Imprisoning the unfortu- 
nate people in their houses and cabins, 
but driving them into the garrets, and 
In many instances to the roofs of the 
buildings. There many of them are 
yet huddled, enduring tbe pangs ot 
hunger, for they have no means of 
cooking food, and it will be fortunate, 
indeed, if all are succored before starv- 
ation and exposure find victims among 
them. 


In addition to those already over- 


whelmed and drowned in the flood, so 
far aa reported up to yenterday even- 
ing, ten lives have been fcwt; a white 
girl, three colored men—Bead Saul, 
Tom Jones and the latter'a father—one 
colored woman, mother of Tom Jones, 
and five colored children, whose names 
we have not learned. The white girl 
was brought in a skiff t<> the head of 
New river lane, and just after step- 
ping from the boat to the railroad em- 
bankment, she fell to the ground and 
died, doubtless from the combined ef- 
fects of 
fright, exposure, nervous 


.and physical exhaustion. 
The New 


river country has often suffered from 
overflow, but no previous flood has com- 
pared in depth, extent, or the sud- 
denness of its coming, with the one 
that now covers it. Places that were 
wholly unaffected by the crevasses ot 
1888,1891 and 1692, are several feet un- 
der water, and localities heretofore be- 
lieved to be above overflow, are sub- 
merged to-day. 


Presuming that the water would rise 


gradually, as has been the case in for- 
mer seasons ot inundation, and that 
they would have' a week or more in 
which to remove their families, stock 
and household belongings, a large ma- 
jority of the people of this unfortunate 
section had made no preparations what- 
ever for the terrible visitation that 
came upon them in a single night. An 
Idea of tbe extent and depth of the 
flood may be formed from the facts 
that there is from five to seven feet of 
water at Dutchtown, and that Capt. 
Henry Doyal's house is the only one 
along the entire extent of Saw river set- 
tlement, a distance of some twenty-five 
miles, with its floor still above the snr- 
faee of the flood,

PlallaQm Mines of Russia. 


The platinum beds of the Ural mount- 


ains arc the only ones in the world in 
which this metal is found in grains. 
Platinum is found in Brazil and in the 
Cordilleras in the hard serpentine rocks 
bat never in the form of grains. Tho 
platinum beds of the Ural mountains 
are found in various districts. In tho 
north, at Besscrski, in tab government 
of Peru, in the district of Khotourski, 
and in the state properties of Clorobla- 
godatski, where sixty-six ruining con- 
cessions have been granted. All the. 
beds of the northern regions are situat- 
ed in the basin of the river Touri, in 
that of tho tributary stream of Taghil 
and in other tributaries higher up On 
tho western declivity of the Ural 
mountains there is another platmuip 
bed near the river Outka, a tributary of 
the Tchonssova, and the basins of the 
higher tributaries of the Outka, near 
the Ural river. Tho platinum found in 
these places is in the form of grains, in 
sand frequently containing gold. Tho 
weight of these grains is from !Q to 31 
grams of every 1,6-10 kilograms of sand.

Qmaaana—I do not wish to write to 


yon in any spirit ot bitterness. Some ot 
you, I have no doubt, are my personal 
friends, and I do not wish to dsatrop that 
friendship by anything that may be said. 
I think, too, that moat of yon are almost 
as much opposed to mobs aa I am, and 
that yon only took part in this one be- 
cause yon thought tbat the beoions na- 
ture of the offense tbat had beao. com- 
mitted rendered it an exception to all 
ordinary rules, and it may be that yon 
still persuade yourselves tbat in execut- 
ing nummary vengeance on tbe criminal 
you were doing a meritorious rather than 
a blame-worthy action.* 


But I test constrained to tell yon that 


to myself and to a great many other quiet 
and thoughtful citiseoH, this does not 
appear to be ao peculiar a case as to make 
it an exception, and, instead of having 
done a praise-worthy thing, it seems to 
us that you have doaa ona that is ex- 
tremely dangerous and hurtful in all its 
consequences, and which you must some 
day, yourselves, bitterly regret. And we 
feel, too, that the sooner yon oan see this 
matter as we see it the safer it will be for 
yourselves and the community at large. 


I think yon allege bat three reasons in 


justification ot your'extraordinary con- 
duct. First, the peculiar atrocity ot the 
crime; eeoond.that the penalty prescribed 
by law is insufficient; and, third, that 
yon wanted to make such an exemple by 
taking this summary vengeance that men 
would be deterred from violating the law 
in the future. 
Fust, then, as to the atrocity of (he 


crime: Haa it occurred to you that the 
public does not know just how atrocious 
tbe crime was? And ia it not true that 
the majority ot yon who constituted the 
mob are equally ignorant? And have 
you ever reflected that by yoor precipi- 
tate action TOO have, to a great extent, 
rendered it impossible that weaver should 
know? True, "'Twoold have angered 
any eon! alive to hear tha rogue deny it," 
yet yoa men are too fair-minded not to 
admit the importance of bringing tbe 
accuser face to face, and of questioning 
them in each other's presence, in order to 
reach tbe exact truth. 


Haa it ever occurred to yon that the 


woman has never been pnt on oath even, 
and tbat there is no official record to 
which we can go to learn what she as- 
serts? The air is full ot rumors. There 
is a story ot the most diabolical vilhany 
fn ly accomplished, accompanied with 
all the disgusting details.' And there is 
another story not varying much from 
tbe negro's own statement, in which the 
woman u represented aa having been 
Frightened and insulted, bat not injured 
in the least; and both of these stories 
liave come to me at not more than three 
stages froji tbe woman's own month, 
and the latter one purporting to have 
x>ma in all except ite last stage through 
ber own relatives. Am I not justified 
then, in Baying that we do not know 
bow heinous the offense wa&? I have 
lot mentioned these conflicting rumors 
a call in question the woman's veracity, 
ant to show yon the danger ot basing 
actions involving life and death, on mere 
unantbontative rumor, and also to show 
you tbat the conditions at this present 
noment are such that a public investiga- 
tion is needful for the woman's own vin- 
dication, and that by yonr precipitate 
action yon have deprived her of ti<e 
opportunity. 
But suppose the worst is 


true. I grant that it is a heinous crime, 
and I have no more spmpatby for this 
particular criminal than I have for tbe 
sinful and depraved everywhere. It ia 
well tbat your indignation should be 
aronaad, mine was aronwd also, and to 
me it is a matter of joy that each a man 
ehonld be promptly bunted down and 
,hat the strong hand ot the law ehonld 
»laid npon him, Bnt was the feeling 
that the processes of law were too slow 
and its penalty too light the outgrowth 
upon yonr part, ot a gennine respaot for 
womanly virtue, and a gennine abhor- 
rence of the violator ot it, or was it tha 
result of Mind, unreasoning passion? 
We ought to be consistent in our indig- 
nation as well aa in other things. I ask 
'on then plainly, has not womanly vir- 
ne been outraged in your oommnnity in 
even a more diabolical manner than this, 
and that too, more than once? 
Why is 


t then, that yoa were never moved to so 
avenge it before? Suppose a woman is 
violently overcome by tbe mere exercise 
ot brute force, that is one thing; bnt 
again, suppose a woman ia approached 
by a "gay Lothario," who gradually in- 
sinuates himself torn her affections until, 
aannated by bin blandiahmente and 
blinded by bis promisee and her own un- 
bounded love, she is brought to yield her- 
. ilf to hia will and then ha leaves her to 
bear her shame as bast she may. That 
is another thing. Suppose one or the 
other of these calamities most befall 
j our wife or sister, or daughter, which 
would yon choose? The former, every 
one ot yon, and rightly, too. For in 
that ease, although the body may be 
polluted the eool is not ravished; while 
n the latter then is a moral contamina- 
tion; the whole woman is mined and un- 
done. Who, then, ia tbe greater crim- 
inal, and on whom should tbe heavier 
condemnation fall? And yet so far from 
executing vengeance on this destroyer of 
womanly virtue, have you not tolerated 
him in yonr oommnnity almost without 
protest? And yon may even have ac- 
cepted him as a confederate in bringing 
death to another man, whose moral tur- 
pitude was, to say the least, no blacker 
than hia own. I have mentioned this 
matter, not to palliate tbe crime of the 
raviaher, which I abhor, bat to show 
yon that to one who looks on from a 
distance yon do not appear to have been 
actuated wholly by a oonsistent respect 
for womanly virtue and by a genuine ab- 
liornnoeofite destroyer, bat partly, at 
least, from that blind frenzy that is so 
sot to seize tha multitude when it 
oatchse the ecent ot blood. Xoarsee- 
ond plea is tbat the penalty pressribad 
by the law to such a case ie not sufficient. 
I am not inclined to controvert this 
proposition, and am willinir to go as Jar 
as any ot yon in increasing the strin- 


nov ot the law by tbe •o*«on of any 
nafty that anoieiy has •|jri<^te^^ 


to'embraoe that other olaes ot destroyers 
to whom! have alluded, fiat, gentto- 
mel^oa have helped to make the law 
as it is, yon have lived nader it for yean; 
•oma of von mar have eat upon Junes 
and helped to enforce t^.1**^*
